tion  with  the  city  of  Hammond,  has  approved 
a  Student  Government  Association  (SGA) 
proposal  to  add  up  to  28,000  parking  spaces 
by  the  1987  fall  semester.  The  plan,  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  SGA  sometime  last  month, 
calls  for  “...all  permanent  and  semi-per- 
manent  structures  presently  existing  on  Pur¬ 
due  University  Calumet  property  to  be  de¬ 
molished.. .in  preparation  for  multi-storied 
automobile  and  scooter  parking  facilities.  ” 
SGA  president  (your  name  here)  said  the 
garages  would  be,  “Brand  spankin’  new... 
just  what  the  doctor  ordered!”  Comments 
from  the  administrative  offices  ranged  from, 
“Sounds  good  to  me!”  to,  “It’s  a  fine  idea... 
precisely  the  kind  of  thinking  we  like  to 
promote... this  just  proves  that  we  do  indeed 
have  some  of  the  brightest  students  in  the 
country  here  at  Indiana  University ! ! !  ”  Dean 
(someone  else’s  name  here)  said  construc¬ 
tion  should  begin  shortly  after  the  end  of 
the  spring  semester,  and  the  new  parking 
garages  could  be  ready  for  use  as  early 
as  August  20.  When  asked  how  the  new 
structures  will  affect  summer  classes,  an 
official  source  said,  “There  will  be  minimal 
classroom  disruption  during  the  construction 
as  we  have  developed  a  new  summer  semes¬ 
ter  schedule...

While  news  of  this  plan  has  been  received 
favorably  from  nearly  all  staff  members, 
one  dissenting  vote  has  been  heard  and 
threatens  the  entire  project.  The  administra¬ 
tion  isn’t  telling  who  has  voted  against  the 
project,  even  though  the  Comical  has  quoted 
the  mystery  person  as  saying,  “This  idea 
(your  verb  here.”

Assistant  to  the  Chancellor /Acting  Director 
for  the  Center  for  Community  Services, 
Dennis  Rittenmeyer  was  elected  by  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  faculty,  students  and  administra¬ 
tors  to  the  position  of  chancellor  of  Purdue 
University  Calumet  this  week.  Standing  on 
the  third  floor  veranda  in  Lawshe  tower, 
Rittenmeyer  waved  to  the  thousands  of 
cheering  academicians,  tears  running  down 
his  face,  with  his  wife  and  children  stand¬ 
ing  beside  him. 

In  a  speech  he  gave,  Rittenmeyer  said, 
“Yes,  my  people,  I  will  lead  you.”  He  said,

of  milk  and  honey,  and  I  will  teach  you 
the  ten  commandments  of  learning. 

Rittenmeyer  has  taken  over  as  chancellor
